Flaubert said: “W hat you have brought 
to me reveals a certain intelligence; but do not forget, young man, that 
talent—in the words of Buffoon—is only long patience. Work on.” 
For years and years dc M aupassant worked and often subm itted his 
work to the m aster. One day the latter said: "If one has originality, the 
first thing necessary is to develop it; if one has none, it is necessary to ac­ 
quire one.” 
And this great French writer—de M aupassant—has this to say: “T al­ 
ent is long patience." And here is another statem ent by him: "In every­ 
thing there is something of the unexplored, because we are accustomed 
to use our eyes only in connection with our memory of what has been 
thought before us on the subject we contem plate. The least object contains 
a little of the unknown. Let us find it." 
It was through this great care in observation and long patience th a t 
de M aupassant stands in literature, as one of the greatest m asters of 
the short story. 
The fruit th a t is ripened by artificial means never has the flavor 
th at the n atural fruit has, ripened as it was m eant to ripen, under the 
run and through all the vicissitudes of storm and change. 
In like m anner the boy, who begins at the bottom of the ladder, de­ 
velops his ability, and through long patience reaches the top, to enjoy the 
results of his labors. 
Nothing worth while is attained quickly. There is a world of think­ 
ing to be done over the statem ent, so often heard: "Easy come—easy go!"
